weight. The wethers selected for this 
experiment were twelve Shropshire grades, 
averaging about nine months old at 
about the time the experiment was 
begun. They were all shorn Decem- 
ber 12 to make the conditions vaiu- 
able for a study of the effects of the 
different rations upon the wool growth. 
The average clig of the tweive wethers 
was 5.1 pounds. After being shorn they 
were divided into two lots of which one 
averaged 82.6 in weight, and the latter 
$6.6 pounds when the experiment was 
vegun, The firat lot received @ ration con- 
sisting of shelied corn cut corn fodder and 
2orn silage. The second lot received a 
ration of oats and oil meal, mixed equally 
by weight, clover hay and clover silage. 
The wethers in both lots were fed as much 
as they would eat, both of the grain and 
coarse food, 
ration fed to the first lot was 1.18 while 
that fed to the eecond lot was 1.36. 
After feeding for two weeks in order to 
accustom them tothe different foods the 
experiment was commenced on January 19 
and ended on April 13—a period of twelve 
weeks, The resuits of thie trial showed 
that the cheaper gain was made by the 
wethers that were fedon the ration of 
whole corn, cut corn fodder, and corn 
silage. The wethers in this lot gained 181 
pounds at a cost of $3.70 per 100 pounds; 
while those in the second iot increased in 
live weight 214 pounds at a cost of $5.53 
per 100 pounds, making a difference in 
favor of those fed on the carbonaceous 
ration at the rate of $1.80 per 100 pounas 
gain. Slightly better results in wool 
growth were obtained from the wethers 
that were fed on the nitrogenovs rati2n, 
and both clover and corn silage proved 
very satisfactory food for fattening. 


Fertilizing Turnips. 

Turnips have been commonly regarded 
asa “phosphate” crop. By this we mean 
that phospnates have been (by many) con- 
sidered asthe fertilizer par excellence for

{transmitted to many of the important 
organs of the body. : 

That the various organs do suijer directly 
in casee of sudden grief has been repeatedly 
proved by experiments on animais and post- 
Mortem examinations of human beings. 
Structural changes are found to have occur- 
red in the substance of the organ, changes 
identical with those pruduced by disease. 


It has long been a question whether an 
animal reaily ever died of a ‘broken heart,” 
and while it is probable that im very rare 
cases the heart ie ruptured by a sudden 
stagnation of the biood, more often there is 
roduced a series of changes in the sub- 
stance of that organ which lead to embar- 


rassment and subsequent failure. 

There is aleo to be noticed about the 
heart and other organs an appearance as if 
the nutrition had been seriously interfered 
with, The organs present a paie and flabby 
look, very eimiiar to that seen in cases of 
extreme exhaustion from hemorhage or 
starvation. This is probably due to the 
nervous disturbance, as well as to the fact 
that in all cases of shock the appetite is 
seriously impaired. 

It is important to bear in mind this fact 
of organic change in administering to per- 
sons suffering from prostration from grief.

much has been done by voluntary organiza- 
tions, such as joint committees, trade and 
district boards, and especial conferences 
between the parties interested.

Not a 
eingle organization has availed iteelf of the 
several acts of Parliament to secure legal 
powers, A frank understanding between 
the workmen and their emp!oyers, both 
represented in tne conference, is sought, 
and usually it leads to a epeedy ani satiee 
factory canciliation of their differences. 
The Royal Commission of Labor reporte 
Sgainet the general establishment of dis- 
trict and trade boards endowed with legal 
powers, favoring voluntary agencies in- 
stead. 

In every country of Europe the need is 
felt of some prompt and ready means of 


meeting labor emergencies in a manner 
calculated to reconcile instead of further to 
embitter the opposing interests, This need 
has been. met by various expediente, all 
tending te remit the initiative and settle- 
ment of such cases to those immediately 
concerned with as little statutory and 
In Bel- 
gium district councils are appointed by the 
Government at the request of the employ- 
ere and the employed, both being represent- 
ed in them, and there are now between 
fifty and sixty of these institutions existing 
In Germany, by the law of 1890, 
industrial courte are organized on the in- 
itiative of communes, their neimnbers being 
nominated by local authority,though their

Q@ppointmert and confirmation belong to 
general Government. Of thase something 
more than three hundred now exist in the 
empire, and they have been found equal to 
the functions assigned to them. The 
Austrian system ie similar in its main 
features to that of Germany, and is found 
equaliy efficient and satisfactory. In 
Sweden, Denmark, Spain, and Portugal 
labor differences are referred to the civil 
courts, aod in Switzerland the intervention 
of State officials and well known and 
distinguished citizens is usually sought. 
Australia,by her statute of 1892,authorizes 
the nstitution councils of conciliation to 
which all labor claims and disputes may te 
referred, ite judgmente not clothed with 
legal force, but usually accepted as bind- 
tng. 


No peffect or infallible system for the 
adjustment of such differences, that shall 
be ready in its application and invariably 
satisfactory to both parties, is to be 
expected ; but eome approximation is made 
to it in the methods enumerated, which 
experience and their repeated application 
will no doubt make ase perfect as such 
arrangements are ever likely to be. 


HOW TO TEST A THERMOMETER. 


Tara it on End, and if the Mercary S111) 
Fillsthe Tube You Can Bet It's a Good 
One. 

To tell whether a thermometer accurately 
does its work invert the instrument. lf 


the mercury does not fall to the end, or if ; 


it breaks into several emall columus, the 
thermometer contains air,and is inaccurate. 
If perfectly made,the slender thread should 
fill the tnbe, or should break off at the bulb 


and fall to tne end of the tube. 

There is another interesting fact about 
thermometers. Nire persons out of ten 
thnk the mercurial column round, but that 
is not the case. The thread ot mercury in 
thermometers is flat. If it were round, the 
column could hardly be seen, for the open- 
ing of the tube is as tine as the finest thread, 
Some eight or ten yearegago a manufacturer 
introduced the echeme of coating the back 
of the tube with white sizing. That makes 
the column of mercury stand out plain and 
distinct. 

Tnermometers are cheaper and better 
than ever before, Youcan now buy a heat 
marker for twenty-tive cents, but a first- 
class instrument wiil cost you $2. A cheap 
instrument ie like a cheap watch—it is 
unreitable. The reason for this is thata 

rfect thermometer has a scale of its own. 
he cheap thermometer ia.made on guess- 
work. ania: you eee a difference of two, 
three or five degrees between thermometers 
in the same locality on the sane day. 

The most eeneitive heat marker 1s the 
radiometer. It consists of four arms sus- 
pended on.a steel pivot, rotating like a 
miniature wind-gauge, and the whole atiait 
is enclosed 1a a glaes tube from which the 
air hae <been exhausted. The light of @ 
candle one or two feet away causes the 
arms to rotate. Quite as sensitive is the 
thermopile, which is used to detect the 
faint rays of heat transmitted from the 
moon and etare to this cold world.

Pretect Your House and Yourself From 
the Fiery Bolts of the Heavens—Advice 
fer House-Owners—How te Make a 
Cenduactor—Church Spires and Chim- 
meys. 

In view of the unusual prevalence of 
thunder storms this year it is interesting to 
consider the subject of lightning and to 
discuss the various ways in which ita disas- 
trous effect on human life and habitations | 
may be avoided. During the past six 
months a large number of persons all over 
the country have been struck by lightuing. | 
Many of these have been killed outright, | 
and others have been more or less severely 
injured. A great many buildings have | 
been struck, and tie loss from a pecuniary 
standpoint must have been considerable. 

The lesson to be learned froia there 
facts, therefore, !s to provide a good con° 
ductor, in order to protect your property. | 
We cannot extend conductors to the 
clouds, nor is this neceseary, for the; 


instant that lightning strikes a good con- | 
ductor, the flash disappears, and if the! 
connection to the earth be a good cne, it | 
leaves no further traces of ite work. 

Lightning, as we have seen before, can | 
be carried off silently, betore it hae time to | 
accumulate in dangerous quantities, An! 
unusually heavy diecharge ie apt to be | 


split. Ofthe half-dozen atreams that start 


from the cloud only one may reach the} 
earth entire, the other being eo divided | 
that they become harmless to terrestrial 
objecte. Therefore, we should provide | 
more than one path for the discharge that 
comes in our direction. By dividing the 


flash we greatly lessen the chances for 
mischief. 


There existe a general notion that a light- 
ning conductor will protect a certainnumber 
of square feet. This notion is a falee one. 
The best way to arrange a conductor is to 


have it provided with pointe every few feet 
and tien to extend it over every prominent 
part of your house, the idea being to throw 
a shield around the house rather than trust 
to some magnetic quality of the points 
to “draw” lightning out of ite course. 

There are many ways of protecting build- 
ings. A house surrounded by green trees 
is fairly weil protected, as the sapin the 
trees and the points on the leaves fac- 
ilitate the rapid dispersion of static chargee. 
A sappy, green tree is rarely struck by 
lightning on this account. Still, you should 
have a conductor op your house, in order 
to make sure. A barbed wire stretched 
from tree to tree ten or fifteen feet abuve 
the roof and connected witn the ground at 
each end would be very etlicient. Barbed 
wire is best on account of its numerous 
points. 

ADVICE FOR HOUSE-OWNERS, 

A house with a metal roof, with metal 
water conductors leading to the drain or 
cistern,does not need any further protection 
except that a poiut should berun up along- 
side of each chimney. A barbed wire ex- 
tended over the chimney and down each 
side and soldered to the roof answere the’ 
same purpose. 

If your conductor pipes endina tile 
drain drive a starp-pointed rod at least six 
feet into the ground and connect a wire 
strip from this to your conductor pipe, and 
rivet or solder them together. Provided 
the metallic connection is continuéug, this 
method is absolutely safe,as the whole roof 
is covered witha metal shieid. Thie ex 
plains why we have so little lightning 
directiy over a city, except when some 
church spire is struck. It matters little of 
what metal a coniuctor is made, Enperi- 
ments made by the- briliiant Dr. Oliver 
Lodge seem to show that contrary to ali 
previous opinions, ironie a better couductor 
tor static charges thancopper, Practicaily 
there is probably little, if any, difierence. 
Copper docs not rust easily, aud is on that 
account to be preferred ; but in the country 
galvanized iron or eteel often jasts for 
twenty-five years, and is much cheaper. 

Tie wonderful ailoys and combinations 
of metal sometimes otered by lightning- 
rod salesmen are simply excuses for charg- 
ing a high priceand are no vetter than 
plain iron, or copper. 

Itis true thatelectric light and power 
companies sometimes use a special alloy in 
their jightning arresters, but they have 
apeciai conditions to dea! with and have a 
special object im using it, 

One odject to be attained in lightning 
conductore is to expose as much surface as 
possibie. The impact ofa lightning dis- 
charge 18 so sudden that it does not pene- 
trate much below the surface of the con- 
ductor. Hence o etrip vf tin two inches 
wide is better than a solid rod half ap inch 
in diameter for it presents a greater surface, 
A conductor made up of stranded wires is 
better thaa a solidrod,fcr the same reason, 
as wellas on account of its lower seif- 
induction. 

For ordinary two-story dwelling houses 
fence wire is heavy enough to afford pro- 
tection, but something heavieris preferable, 
to prevent rusting out or getting broken. } 
A conductor consisting of seven strands of | 
No. I2 steel gaivanized wire, which any 
hardware dealer can procure, answere the 
purpose very well. Thies costes about two | 
cente a foot. 

HOW TO.MAKE A CONDUCTOR.

ABOUT THE HOUS 


Taught by a Grandmother. 

To make old black silk iook like new,dig 
the pieces individually in cold water. Don’t 
wring them, but put them dripping wet, 
on a flat, broad, wooden tabie; smooth 


hem out carefaliy with a small eleth. Be 


ure not to leave any wrinkles. In half ao 
hour remove the silk from the table and it 
will kave.the luster of new ailk. Black 
ribbons may be treated in the same way 
Colored siiks and ribbons may also be 
renewed in like manner, provided the col- 
ore will not run, which may be ascertained 
by testing small pieces. ; 

When silk looks greasy, remove the 
grease by spreading magnesia on the wrong 
side. 

Never put a silk drese or cloak away 
with dust in the folds or pleats. Shake 
them well, and rub with a piece of flannel, 
or brush with a soft whisk broom. Use a 
soft brush for hate and bonnets,and always 
put them away clean. Duet is never as 
easily removed as at first. 

Soak black calico in salt and water before 
washing, and so prevent its fading. 

Buy ten cents’ worth of soap in bers,and 
having dissolved it in hot water, wash in 
the suds thus made any soiled white sum- 
mer shawis, All the spots will disappear, 
and, if carefully pressed, they will be equal 
tonew. Cashmere and other woolen ma- 
teriale may be treated in the same manner. 

Old feather beds, if left on a grase plot 
during a eummer shower,and allowed to get 
thoroughly wet, will, when dry and beaten 
seem fresh and new again. 

A bad headache is often the result of ill* 
fitting, or improper spectacles. 

A clean, well-airdand well-managed house 
results in good-natured inmates. 

In dusting, carefully take up the dust op 
cloth and ehake it out of the windows. Do 
not flirt it from one piece of funiture to an- 
other and call it dusting. 

If you have to sew all day, change your 
seat occasionally, and so obtain rest. Bath- 
ing the face and hands wiil aleo stimulate 
and refresh. :

Hay water eweetens tin, wooden aid 
jron ware. This is made by boiling a little 
gWeet hay in water. 

The dirtiest frying pan will become clean 
if soaked five minutes in ammonia and 
water, 

Put afew drops of turpentine in the 
water whenclothes are put to soak ; it 
whitene them. 

To have brooms Inst, put them for three 
minutes in hot euda once a week. Let them 
stand with the broom end up. 

Rub vineyar onthe isinglase in stove 
doors, and so have them clean. 

The best remedy for odorous drainpipes 
is copperas dissolved in water and poured 
slowly through them. 

To clean stovepipes, put a piece of zine 
on the redhot coals, The soot ie removed 
by the vapor which will be produced, 

To get clear of rate, besides using traps, 
cate or dogs, try chloride of iime. It is 
caid they never come where that is placed. 

Mix turpentine, in the water with which 
the floore are scrubbed, and thus eevape 
buffalo moths and carpet worma. 

Kerveene oil applied to flannel is an
